Remnrfcnblo DUappoaronca of a YounC 


MiuiV Corpse in Xoiilft. O. 


On the morning of tho Uth day of Aug- 


ust. 1372, Charles J. Reid, a young man OL 
twenty-five years living at Xenia, O., feu 
dead while walking across tho dining-roon). 
in his father's houso. Tlio family consisted 
of his father, mother, two sisters and a 
cousin, a boy ot fifteen. 


All wore present at the breakfast tab.e 


when Charles entered tho room, says A. G. 
B. in the San Francisco Examiner, but In- 
stead of taking his accustomed seat near 
tho door by which ho had entered, passod it 
and went obliquely toward ono of tho win- 
dows—with what purpose no ono knows. 


Ho had passed tho table but a few steps 


when ho foil heavily to tho floor ana never 
again breathed. 


Tho body was carried into a bedroom ant., 


after vain efforts at resuscitation by the 
stricken family, left lying on tho bed with 
composed limbs and covered face. In tho 
meantime tho boy had been hastily dis- 
patched for a physician, who arrived somo 
twenty minutes after tho death. Ho after- 
ward remembered as an uncommon circum- 
stance that when ho arrived tho weeping 
relatious-fu'.her, mother nnd two sisters— 
wcro all in tho room out ol which the bed- 
room door opened, and that door was closed. 
Thero was no other to tho bedroom. 


This door was at onco opened by tb« 


father of the deceased, and as the physician 
passed through it no observed the rigid out- 
lines of tho body under tho sheet that had 
been thrown over it; and tho profile was 
plainly discernible under the face-cloth, 
clear-cut and sharp, as profiles of the dead 
seem always to be. 


Ho approached and lifted the cloth. 
Thero was nothing there. 
He pulled away tbo sheet. 
Nothing. 
Tho family had followed him into tho 


room. At this astonishing discovery—if so 
it may bo called—tboy looked at one au- 
otber, at tho physician, at tho bed, in 
speechless amazement, forgetting to weep. 


A moment later tho three ladies required 


the physician's caro; all had fainted and 
fallen to tho floor. Tho father's condition 
was but little better; bo stood in a stupor, 
muttering inarticulately and staring like an 
idiot.

I can remember all about it. In those 


'way-back days a real fish-hook was per- 
sonal property, somcthinc; to carry to school 
tied np in a i-ag and exhibited only to tho 
large boys— boys old enough to appreciate 
it. At home it" was hidden away under the 
bureau, and its presence was kept a sacred 
secret. Host any sort ol a string would do 
for a fish-line, and the old hunter who once 
gave mo two bullets .for sinkers is remem- 
bered with deepest gratitude to this day. 
When, hook and lino and sinkers \vero wound 
upon a map'.e chip and tucked away to •wait' 
for tho fishing season, it -was a red-letter 
day. I -would have taken o dozen of tbe 
•worst lickings a boy could receive rather 
than clve up the treasure, and, had a 
stranger come along and offered to trade mo 
a horse for the outllt, I should have prompt-' 
]y refused his offer. 


When wo went, to fish in a creek, which 


was as much as two feet deep in spots, and 
which a boy could hardly jump across in 
places, it was-a mighty river to no, bcsldo 
which the discoveries ol Hcndriclc Hudson. 
and De Soto were bantam chickens. There 
•were whales iu there, and our only fear was 
that one ot them would nab our angle-worm. 
and break iho hook. There were sharks 
which might seize us if we waded over a 
riffle anlde deep, and we had beard of tho 
devil-fish which lurks under tho flood-wood 
waiticg Tor a barefooted boy to come along 
with his dinner. 
True, wo never en- 


countered aay ot these monsters of tha 
deep, and that was tho reason why wo got, 
safely back home, and why mother heaved 
a jp-cat sijrh of satisfaction and said : 
" So you are home I Well, I never, never 


expected to see you again 1" 


A boy's way of fishing Is the best -way 


ever invented. They may bring out tbeir 
iancy rods, reels, flies and patent hooks, 
but tbo boy who sticks to the home-made 
Gsh-pole, the old-fashioned hook aad the 
twine fish liac rubbed down with beeswax 
isn't eoinR to bo left very far behind. 


Tho flrst we used to pull out^-yum ! Now- 


adays those you don't catch are tho largest. 
A quarter o£ a century ago things were 
different. Of course, wo had some' big 
bites-awful bites-regular old monsters, 
but wo didn't lie about the size of the biters. 
TVe never put one down at over a hundred 
pounds, thocgh we could bavo doubled the 
weight and found ready believers. In those 
days nobody ever fished without spitting 
on his bait. If ho wanted to catch an awtul 
big fish he spit twice. There jvere times 
when splttinj on the bait didn't bring a 
bite, but no boy ever (jot discouraged 
over that. He hadn't given just tho right 
pucker to hia mouth, or his hook didn't 
hang right, or the sky was too bright or too 
cloudy. 
In theno degenerate davs a man will sit 


on a wharf or a log aad bob and jaw, and 
bob eomo more and growl, and haul up his 
line and blast every body's eyes, because 
he hasn't ca-jght a pickerel eighty-five 
foet long. Tno old-fashioned boy would 
tramp three miles up and down the stream, 
and never a word of complaint over tho 
absent'nibbles. If he got a dozen horoed- 
dace, as long as a man's finger, It was a 
triumph to last for three months. Just 
think of a patent bobber— a self-acting one, 
at that— and compare it with the cork wo 
used to steal from the molasses jug I Aad 
what are these patent sinkers compared 
to a couples of eightpenny nails or an, old 
door-key which sunk our hooks ! Theyaro 
floine their best to rcdcco it to a business, 
lind to destroy all the romance and antici- 
pation, and I for one don'taliko It a bit. In 
tha way-back time a fishing excursion was 
set down for a month ahead, and it depend- 
ed on how well we got along with, the po- 
tatoes and corn. We got our outfit 
ready 
a 
fortnight 
ahead 
of time. 


Wo hunted 
out the 
best spots for 


fish- worms, planned every detail over and, 
over again, and 
dreamed 
of creeks 


and fish and fisb-hooks right along -every 
night. The day seemed never-ending, but 
when we could" say "To-morrow !" wo dug 
bait enougU to catch every thing In Lake- 
Erie, gave our poles and lines a last looking 
over aud went to bed an hour earlier so as 
to hurry the night along. Hurry? It was 
the longest night ot the year! Wo went 
over tho ground a dozen times, planned 
every thing anew, and got up a score of 
times to see if tho weather ivas lilcoly to 
clianga and bring a bad day. 
We tumbled 


and tossed, napped and talked, and when 
tbo old clock down-statra struck tha hour ol 
four we slid out of bed and out of tho house 
to find the morning purple staring us in the 
face. The fish were waiting for us, and wo 
couldn't keep our pace down to a walk, and 
we likewise baited our hooks as we ran. 


Fishing! "Well, tho boy of to-day doesn't 


realize the moaning ot the term 1 Ho may 
catch his score of bass or his dozen ot pick- 
erel, but ho never feels the tingle along tho 
nerves which came to the old-fashioned 
•bov as he felt o, six-inch shiner take the 
hook and turned with a pale face to whisper : 


i'Pvcry body look out, for I've gqt one 


this time, sure!"

In Europe there is a greater excess of 


women, in tho north than m the states of

Never- 
theless, a near approach to equality prevails 
over the earth as a whole, and this whether 
wo regard the white, black ,or red races, or 
their mixtures,
